I was a daddy’s girl and music was 
our thing. We used to do karaoke 
together and record my little demos. 

I feel like he’s with me when I’m 
singing. I imagine him sat on the 
front row and how proud he’d be. It 
pushes me to give that bit extra to 
my performance, that pure emotion. 
I’m overwhelmed with sadness, but 
happiness at the same time. ■
